At that time he
met her to go to the City Clerk's office
for a marriage llcense and ahe told
him they would have to get a witness,
He understood that n witness was apt
required and believed the girl was de-
celving him.

Itrooding over It he went to Jersey
Cliy and bought a revolver with the
apparent Intention of killing her ir
she nguin refused to accompany him
1o the Marriage Licenss Bureau.

Ho arrangsd an appolntment for
her to meet him at Fifty-fourth Strest
and First Avenue at 9.30 this morning.
He wag there for o half houp before
she arrived, and when she came along
he Impntiently asked her where was
the witness she had promised to bring
along

“Will, 1 don't want to get married
ver” the girl sald. "I m young and
w0 are you. Let us forget about ft
for a4 time at least.”

Hrennan threatened her and raised
hiis volee until she started to walk
hurriedly away. He followed her up
First Avenue pleading with her, She
turned east on Seventy-elghty Street
and at Avenue A Brennan suddenly
drew the revolver. BShe heard him
threnten, turned, and when she saw
the revolved started to run.

Screaming for help, the young wo-
man turned into the hallway of a ten-
ement at No, 581 East Bevenly-elghth
Strevt. In a half swoon she fell upon
the stiirs in the hallway. A second
later Hrennan entered and fired at
her. The bullet plerced hor right lung
and lodged In her abdomsn. When
witnesses of the shooting followed Pa-
trolman Gamble Into the hall & mo-
ment later they saw Hrennan kneel-
Ing at the alde of the girl, The re-
volver was on the floor at ber side.
She was unconsclous,

“Hore I am,"” Brennan sald to Gam-
ble. "1 did It, and I am ready to go
with you."

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GERMAN ECHSTAG BACKS
CHANCELLOR I DECLARNG
THEALLES MUST ASK PEACE

“Folly for Empire to Try to End
War Now,” He Declares, and a
Socialist Sayc Alsace and Lorraine
Will Never Be Given Up.

GERMANY HAS ALL SHE
NEEDS TO KEEP UP FIGHT

BERLIN, via wireless to Sayville, L. 1, Dec. 9.~Speaking before
crowded gallerles in the Reichstag to-day, and following yesterday his
conference with Emperor Willam, Chancelior von Bethmann-Hollweg
made known Germany's position regarding peace.

! *We do mot fight I order to subjugnte other nations,” said
the Chancellor. “We fight for the protection of our life aand Ib-
erty. For the German Government the war has always been what

It was at the beginning—a war of defense for the German nation
and for her future.

“The war ean be terminated only by a peace which will give
the certitude that war will not return. We all about that.
There lles and there always will lie the root of our strength™

The address of Dr, von Bethmann-Hollweg, which has been awalted
with extraordinary interest, was made In response to the following So-
clalist interpellation made by Dr. Philip Scheiderman: “Is the Imperfal
Chancellor ready to give information as to the conditions under which he

would be willing to enter into peace negotiations 2"

After the Chaneellor unished his reply the other partios made
a Jolnt declaration approving the Chancellor’s utternnces and In-
dorsing the view that In the conditions of peace, made alter the
war, there must be gunrantees for Germany's safety, cven If this
implles annexation of territory.

Dr. Landberg, Socialist leader, in a speech, severely condemned the
Soclalist Liebknecht for atlempting to interrupt the Chancellor.
“Ciermans of all classes,” he said, “including the workingmen, are

unanimous that whosoever dares attempt to cut even the smallest slice
out of the body of the German Empire will meet with general German
resistance until it is taken out of his hands.”

The applause grew stronger when Landberg said he and his fellow
Socialists violently protest against any French intentions to annex Al
sace-Lorraine, .

Enthusiastic cheers filled the Chamber as the Chancellor spoke.
At first there was tense silence throughout the whole house and the
galleries. This was soon interrupted by vigorous signs of assent,
FOLLY FOR GERMANY TO SEEK PEACE NOW.

“As long as in the countries of our enemies the guill and ignorance
of statesmen are entangled with confusion of public opinion, it would
be folly for Germany to make proposals which would not shorten but
fengthen the duration of the war,"” said the Chancellor,

“First the masks must be torn from their faces. At present they
speak of a war of annihiliation against us, We have lo consider this
fact—that theoretical arguments for peaceé or proposals for peace will
not advance us; they will not bring the end nearer.

“If our enemies make peace proposals compatible with Germany's
Jignity and safety, then we shall always be ready to discuss them,

“Fully conscious of our unshaken military successes, we decline the
esponsibility for the continuation of the misery which now fills Europe
ind the whole world,  Nobody can say that we are continuing the war
| because we want to conquer this or that country as a pledge.”

l e Chancellor declared that the prospects of peace discussion in
he Reichstag had excited great expeciation and much satisfaction in the
countries of Germany's enemies.  That this feeling should prevail was
ncomprehensible, in view of Germany's successes in Serbla afer opening
fthe roud toward her Turkish allies and after threatening the most vuls
fierable points of the British Empire.
